Mendes-France, who has prom- 
ised to obtain peace in Indo- 
china by July 20 or resign, will 
meet Chou at the French Em- 


bassy at the Swiss capital.

GENEVA, June 22 (AP)—Red 
China’s Chou En-lai—last of the 
big-name figures still at the Far 
Eastern conference — prepared 
today to quit Geneva and leave 
the parley mainly to the French 
and the warring Indochinese fac- 
tions. 

In-Néew Delhi the Indian Gov- 
ernment announced that Chou 
will.stop offgthere Thursday en 
route home to confer with Prime 
Minister Nehru.

PORTLAND, Me., June 22 
(AP)—Maine Republicans over- 
whelmingly renominated Sena- 
tor Margaret Chase Smith in! 
yesterday's primary and ad-' 
ministered a crushing defeat to 
the challenger she said Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep.), ap- 
parently put up against her. 

She won by a margin of more 

than 5 to 1 over political novice 
Robert L. Jones, McCarthy’s 34- 
year-old apostle. G.O.P. nomi- 
nation is normally tantamount 
to victory in Maine. Totals from 
613 of Maine’s 626 precincts 
showed 96,159 votes for Mrs. 
Smith, 19,203 for Jones. 
Jones carried only four pre- 
cincts, one of them his home 
city of Biddeford. In 19 others 
he failed to get a single vote 
and was almost shut out in many 
more, 

In Washington, the White 
House said President Eisen- 
hower was “highly pleased” by 
the outcome. Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said he 
showed the President the Maine 
results this morning and that 
Mr. Eisenhower would _ send 
Mrs. Smith a message of con- 
gratulations. 

While the balloting was a 
heavy vote of confidence for 56- 
year-old Mrs. Smith, the Jones 
defeat scarcely could be trans- 
lated into one for McCarthy, too 
The Wisconsin Senator never 
was a solid issue during the 
campaign, and neither con- 
testant contended he was. 

It wasn’t until the eve of the 
primary that Senator Smith said 
that it appeared McCarthy de- 
liberately planted Jones in the 
race against her. That was at a 
time when she herself said the 
people already had made up 
their minds how to vote and

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.,

In Washington the Guate- 
malan embassy cited several al- 
ledged violations of the cease 
fire order. It said a small 
coastal vessel flying the Hon- 
duran flag was reported seized 
with a cargo of “rifles, machine 
guns, grenades, communica- 
tions equipment” and other sup- 


plies.

‘Agreement was reached yes- 
terday by a Senate-House con- 
férence committee on the 
amount, which will be spent in| 
the fiscal year starting July 1. 

The bill includes $300,367,600 | 
fer project construction. 

.A House Public Works sub- 
committee at the same time ap- 
proved $82,955,600 in new flood 
control projects and recom- 
mended a boost of $348,500,000 
in present ceilings on projects 
in five river basins. 

It recommended the new au- 
thorizations be included by the 
full committee fm an omnibus 
rivers and harbors bill slated 
fér floor action before Congress 
adjourns. 

Additional authorizations for 
appropriations to expand flood 
control work included $144,- 
000,000 for the Missouri river 
basin. 

New projects included: Fish 
Lake Drainage and Levee Dist., 
No. 8, Monroe County, IIL, 
$460,000; Mississippi river at 
Alton, lll., $2, 500,000.

Smokers’ Death 


Survey Called 


‘Preliminary’ by Tobacco Group 


Researchers for Industry Assert More Study 
Is Needed on Causes of Cancer, 
Heart Disease. 


NEW YORK, June 22 (AP)— 
The tobacco industry said today 
more study is needed to deter- 
mine the causes of cancer and 
heart disease. 

It described as “preliminary” 
a report by the American Can- 
cer Society that indicated heavy 
smoking tends to reduce the 
life span, at least for men aged 
50 to 70. 

The Tobacco Industry Re- 
search Committee said data in 
the report “would be more use- 
ful when all the work has been 

completed and fully analyzed 
and set forth as is established 
custom in scientific journals. ° 

It declared the report “points 
| up the need for further exten- 
| sive reasearch to discover the 
causes of cancer and cardio- 
vascular diseases.” 

The committee set up by the 
industry, to determine effects 
of tobacco on health, issued its 
statement through Dr. Clarence 


tor, after first declining com- 
ment.

Little said he subscribed fully 
to Cameron’s assertion that “one 
can not at this time exclude the 
possibility that heavy cigarette 
smoking and the tendency to 
cancer are both expressions of a 
more fundamental cause of a 
constitutional or hormone na- 
ture.”

'AYS BURMESE 


His Country Wants Neu- 
trality and . Peace, 
Hopes Communism 


Will Fail in Aims.

RANGOON, June 22—Among 
the fiercely neutral, highly sus- 
picious young nations of South- 
east Asia, Kyaw (rhymes with 
chaw) Nyein (rhymes with pain) 
is something of a heretic.. As 
Burma’s bright young man, he 
has the audacity to say that 


twentieth century Soviet im- 
perialism is a greater menace to 
this part of the world than the 
withering remnants of nine-' 


perialism is perhaps even more 
degrading and more dangerous 
because it is more ruthless, more | 
systematic and more blatantly 
justified in the name of World| 
Communist revolution.” 

Kyaw Nyein is, at 37, one of 
Burma’s three top leaders. He 
is acting Foreign Minister, Mini- 
ster of Industry and, perhaps 
more important, Secretary Gen- 
eral of the ruling Socialist party. 
Echoes of his words are still 
being heard through Southeast 
Asia, for he was the first South- 
east Asian leader who has had 
the courage to say what many 
of them privately admit: That 
Asian Communism, backed by 
the military and political might 
of Red China, threatens to fill 
the power vacuum left by the 
retreat of Western colonialism 
from Southeast Asia. 

That does not mean that Bur- 
ma or any other Southeast Asian 
country, Thailand excepted, is 
ready to align itself with the 
West. 

Burma Strictly Neutral. 
Inside its borders, Burma {fs 
fighting Communism tooth and 
nail, and winning. The Commu- 
nist party is outlawed. But to- 
ward international Communism 
Burma has, up to now, main- 
tained strict neutrality. 

“Our only hope, our only sal- 
vation, lies in peace,” says 
Kyaw Nyein. “And peace 
doesn’t lie in military alliances.” 
A boyish looking man, the 
father of six children, Kyaw 
Nyein sat in the living room of 
his home, a modest two-story 
house in an equally modest 
neighborhood. Standing against 
the wall of the adjoining dining 


frigerator. From the kitchen 
came the smell of cooking food. 

“You must understand that 
Burma has suffered a_ great 
deal,” Kyaw Nyein said. “Dur- 
ing the last war our country was 
a battleground between the Al- 
lies and the Japanese, There 
was great destruction. 

“Six years ago the British 
gave us our independence, but 
even before we got independ- 
ence our entire cabinet was 
— by a political assas- 
s 


“After independence we were 
faced with insurrection from the 
Communists on the one hand 
and the Karens (a racial min- 
ority) on the other. Then we had 
to contend with the KMT (Na- 
tionalist Chinese troops who 
used Burma as a base for forays 
against the Chinese Commu- 


nists).

“There is, as always, the prob- 
lem of banditry. 

“At the same time all this was 
happening we were trying to re- 
habilate our country and to im- 
prove the living standard of our 
people.”

WASHINGTON, June 22. 


HE REVOLT, or invasion, in Guatemala has been in prepara- 
tion for many months. It is estimated that between 3000 and 
5000 exiled Guatemalans, together with a few foreign soldiers 


of fortune, have been armed and organized for the invasion from 


bases in Honduras. 


Old United States Air Force C-47s, based in Nicaragua, have 


been used to bomb and strafe 


targets in Guatemala. Aircraft 


also have dropped arms to revolutionary elements in Guatemala. 
Before the start of the fight- pended military aid to Guate- 


ing last Friday, the Guatemalan 
Government had discovered a 
revolutionary plot being car- 
ried on in Guatemala City. The 
documents gave the names of a 
large number of participants on 
a payroll of $150,000 monthly. 

From Guatemalan sources it is 
learned that arms dropped in 
Guatemala for the rebels, which 
have been captured by the 
Guatemalan Army, have been 
both of United States and Rus- 
sian origin. The American weap- 
ons captured have been new. 
The Russian weapons are old 
and were brought into Central 
America before the start of 
World War Il. It has been 
known for 15 years that there 
was a stock of such weapons in 
Nicaragua. 


The Guatemalan pro-Red gov- 
ernment is inclined to ask how 
new United States military 
equipment could be procured by 
private parties. It could, how- 
ever, have been obtained from 
other Central American and 
Caribbean republics that have 
been supplied by the United 
States under the military assist- 
ance program. 


Heavily-Financed Revolt. 


The scope of the revolt indi- 
cates that it is heavily financed. 
According to some _ estimates 
four to five million dollars 
would be needed to obtain the 
arms and to maintain the organ- 
ization that has been assembled, 
to date. The revolutionary effort 
was denounced by the govern- 
ment of Guatemala as long ago 
as Jan. 29. It has been con- 
tinued in spite of the exposure. 

Unquestionably, the invasion 
was expected to be aided by an 
internal uprising. This appears 
to have been averted by the po- 
lice measures taken inside 
Guatemala. 


The success of the revolution 
now, therefore depends upon the 
loyalty of the army. It is known 
that its senior officers have not 
been sympathetic to the pro- 
Communist government of the 
President Jacobo Arbenz. 

The Guatemalan arfny consists 
of about 6000 men. There has 
been a small American military 
mission in Guatemala since 1945, 
and American military assistance 
had been supplied. American 
military assistance is given to 
Central American countries pri- 
marily to enable the United 
States to control their military 
operations by withholding or 
giving ammunition and parts. 

When the United States sus-

mala, Arbenz’s government 
sought other sources and recent- 
ly received a shipment of 2000 
tons of arms from Poland. It is 
assumed in the Pentagon that 
limitation of quantity of United 
States arms P igs the Commu- 
nist elements’in the Arbenz gov- 
ernment to turn to Czechoslova- 
kia and Poland for assistance in 
obtaining equipment to arm 
Communist subversive elements 
in the neighboring Central 
American states. 


The success of the revolution 
in Guatemala is therefore of the 
utmost importance to the United 
States. Pentagon officials are 
convinced it is essentia] that this 
Communist bunker in the west- 
ern hemisphere be destroyed. 
Furthermore, even though the 
United States is not directly in- 
volved in the war in Latin 
America, the revolt is widely be- 
lieved to have been inspired, di- 
rected and financed by the 
United States. Its failure would 
make extension of Communist 
influence in Latin America much 
easier. 


Good Soil for Communism. 


Most of Central America is in 
a feudal state with a few very 
rich, almost no middle class, and 
masses Of poor peasants. It is 
good soil for Communist prom- 
ises of bread, land :nd liberty 
from capitalist oppression, Wash- 
ington policy-makers think. One 
Communist state would be the 
nucleus from which Red propa- 
ganda could be spread and from 
which material support from the 
Communist world could be re- 
ceived to be parceled out to 
other states. 


It is generally believed in of- 
ficial circles that a more positive 
stand must be taken by the 
United States against Commu- 
nism in: the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Consideration is being 
given to declaring that commu- 
nization of any state in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, regardless of 
the means by which it is accom- 
plished, is an aggression and 
will be resisted by whatever 
means are necessary. 

This is a long step toward in- 
terfering in the internal affairs 
of other nations. But since the 
Communists have developed the 
technique of interference in the 
internal affairs of other states 
for their own ends with great 
success, it is felt that it would 
be highly unrealistic -for the 
United States not to recognize 
creeping Communism as an 


openly aggressive enemy that 
must be restrained at any cost.

has been in office, the lowest 
figure recorded by the Institute 
was 60 per cent in December 
last year. 

By way of comparison, the 
fluctuation of President Tru- 
man’s popularity in this same 
type of survey ranged from a 
record high of 87 per cent short- 
ly after he took office in 1945 to 
a figure of 32 per cent 17 
months later. Truman’s low of 
23 per cent approval occured in 
November, 1951. 

Possible Explanations. 

What is the reason for the 
continued downward trend in 
Mr. Eisenhower's popularity? 

Political observers’ casting 
about for an explanation will 
probably note several likely 
reasons. One may be effect of 
the McCarthy-Army hearings 
which have occupied the head- 
lines for the last two months. 

Or perhaps the drop in the 
President’s personal popularity 
has been occasioned by the un- 
certainties of. the Administra- 
tion’s Far Eastern policy and 
the possibility of United States 
intervention in the Indochina 
fighting. 

When Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Harry Truman were in the 
White House, Institute surveys 
found a general tendency for 
each of them to lose popularity 
when Congress was in session 
and politics were boiling. 


His Strongest Groups. 

The groups in the population 
which give the President the 
greatest vote of confidence to- 
day are the college-trained 
group, older persons, profes- 
sional and business and also 
white-collar families and resi- 
dents of the Far West. 

While Mr. Eisenhower receives 
an overwhelming vote of ap- 
proval from G.O.P. voters, to- 
day’s survey finds a 5-point drop 
among the Republican rank- 
and-file since mid-May.

RED ATOMIC GUN

FRANKFURT, Germany, June

arrived in Communist East Ger- 
many, 

The newspaper said the can- 
non weighed 110 tons, had a 
range of 45 kilometers (27.9) 
miles), and a greater caliber 
than the 280-millimeter Ameri- 
can cannon, which weighs 85 
tons and has a range of 20 
miles, 

The Berlin-dated report, at- 
tributed to “Soviet zone govern- 
ment circles,” said the cannon 
was the first of a number to 
be sent to East Garmany and 
had been provisionally stationed 
in the Mecklenburg region, bor- 
dering the British zone.

Safety in the Water 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


One of your readers feels that all 
owners of public swimming pools 
should be required by law to have 
an inhalator on their premises. What 
about the many other bathing places 
in this area? 


The suggestion is very good for 
those areas that are not within a few 
minutes’ distance of police or fire 
department facilities, with ambu- 
lances and expert operators. 


A resuscitator that does not re- 
quire the use of manual, artificial] 
respiration in conjunction with its 
use, as does the inhalator, is a better 
machine to have at all pools and 
beaches that are more than three 
minutes away from expert outside 
aid. 


Preventive measures and increased 
vigilance will cut down drownings 
and accidents in general more effec- 
tively. All the machines in the world 
won't help some cases undiscovered 
under water for a prolonged period 
of time. This may be five minutes 
or 30 minutes, depending on the 
physical condition of the submerged 
persons. 

* * * 

The following suggestions will help 

prevent drownings: 


1. Step up the tempo of the 
“Learn to Swim” campaigns for 
adults and children. The Red Cross 
and some pool owners are and have 
been doing this. 


2. Every guard should have, as a 
minimum, a current certificate is- 
sued by the Red Cross showing suc- 
cessful completion of the senior life 
saving and water safety course or, 
preferably, the instructor’s certificate 
of the A.R.C, 


3. Guards should be constantly 
drilled in the technique of applyin 
the Holger Nielson arm lift meth 
of artificial respiration. 


4. Guards should be chosen on the 
basis of their personal characteristics 
as well as their skill in the water. 
An expert swimmer who is a careless, 
irresponsible person is no good. 


5. Water should pass a clarity test. 


6. Compel all isolated places that 
allow swimming to have a respiratory . 
machine oh their premises in good 
working order and with several of 
the personnel trained in its use. 


The Missouri! State Board of 
Health should set up health and safe- 
ty standards controlling all places 
where bathing and swimming is per- 
mitted and enforce these standards 
as many other states have been do- 
ing for many years. 


It has been a constant wonder to 
many of us that there are so few 
drownings when you consider the 
tremendous number of people who 
use the many unsafe water facilities 
in this area. Many privately owned 
resorts, pools and beaches in the 
St. Louis area violate every rule in 
the book. 

The human factor is the most im- 
portant one in preventing drownings. 

*Common sense precautions and vigi- 
lant methods constantly applied by 
those who are responsible for the 
public safety in each area will go a 
long way in eliminating the useless 
loss of life each year. 

- For the swimming public: Learn to 
swim well; respect the water; stay 
out of boats unless you swim well, 
and take the American Red Cross 
life saving and water safety course.

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Perilous Paradox 


It is hard to believe indeed but as the United 
States military commitments increase, the men 
machines and weapons of war for meeting these 
commitments decrease, Yet that is the only con- 
clusion that can be drawn from the Associated 
Press coverage of the annual Quantico (Va.) 


. conference of top civilian and military officials 


under Secretary of Defense Wilson with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in attendance. 

Already the Army has been cut one division 
and seems sure to lose two more, reducing it to 
17 divisions. The Navy is laying up more ships. 
The Air Force is not getting the planes it was 
promised two years ago and it is losing experi- 
enced key personnel because of low pay and 
lack of any inducement—save patriotism—for 
airmen and officers to stay in the service. 


On top of this Secretary Wilson said at the 
conference that his goal is to level off defense 
spending at an annual rate of 30 to 35 billion 
dollars. Is there any doubt that such an as- 
piration will bring real days of famine to the 
military establishment? Then it is only neces- 
sary to observe that the present rate is $41,500,- 
000,000 and the goal for the next fiscal year is 
slightly under 38 billion dollars. 

What are our commitments? 

They include forces in Korea, Japan, Europe, 
Alaska, the Caribbean and North Africa. They 
apparently have come very near including Indo- 
china, where we did send airmen to service 
warplanes we gave the Freneh. And the chance 
of incurring that major commitment or its equiv- 
alent is not over as witnessed by all the talk of 
a Southeast Asia Treaty Organization. 

In yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, Brig. Gen. Thom 
as A. Phillips (Ret.), our military analyst, told 
of the new crises threatening in the Far East, 
of the suddenness with which an emergency 
might flare, and of the sad fact the United 
States is not building the forces it neéds for 
these potentialities. 

As a commentary on this article by Gen. Phil- 
lips there is the action of former Senator Lodge, 
described on the same day, who, as United 
States Delegate to the United Nations, warned 
Soviet Russia to “stay out of the western hemi- 
sphere. . . . Don’t try to start your plans and 
conspiracies here.” 

It was frank of Adm. Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, to point out at Quantico 
that the United States “cannot keep combat 
forces at all points of the Communist peri- 
phery.” But his solution was simply to call for 
regional groupings of allies. Yet right now this 
nation cannot spare the forces that France, one 
of our present allies, might call for in an 
emergency. If new allies are acquired in 
Southeast Asia they are going to look to the 
United States just as France now is looking. 

When Gen. Bradley, former chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs, retired last August he made this 
statement: “My main concern is not with the 
current cuts, but with the tendency of defense 
cuts to become a habit as tempting as, and more 
dangerous than, the habit of dollar extrava- 
gance.” 

It looks as though the old soldier from Mis- 
souri was wise enough to foresee the shape of 
things to come. Yet even he could hardly have 
dreamed the extent to which the administration 
of his World War II commander would increase 
its commitments at the same time it was.cutting 
down on its defenses. 
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Green Grass Grows All Around 


Three hundred years ago'Thomas Fuller, in 
“The Grand Nobleman,” wrote: “As the proverb 
saith, ‘No grasse grows where the grand Seign- 
ieur’s horse sets his foot.’” Now we don’t know 
how it was in olden times and where the mount 
of the grand Seignieur pawed the earth, but we 
do know there is a mighty tough bit of grass 


growing where balloon tires swish along and ~° 


large trucks pound down. It is growing, of all 
places, in the middle of Twelfth boulevard in 
a tiny hole in the pavement slightly to the south 
of Locust street. How one seed of grass found 
that almost microscopic opening, lodged there, 
sprouted and has now grown some two inches ° 
heaven only knows! Aeschylus spoke of grass as 
“the ever-living, imperishable.” The Athenian 
grass that inspired the great dramatist’s tribute 
had nothing on this indefatigable little bimbo out 
in the middle of Twelfth boulevard. 
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Strong Smoke , 

The statistics of an American Cancer Society 
study throw up strong smoke for public notice. 
Two physicians of the society have directed in- 
terviews and check-ups involving more than 
187,766 men, and in a report to the American 
Medical Association they state that the death 
rate among cigarette smokers was as much as 
75 per cent higher than among non-smokers. 
Lung cancer and heart. disease again. were 
named as the chief causes of death among 
heavy smokers, : 

‘In general this study tends to confirm what 
many unscientific Americans have long believed . 
or suspected, using no more than common sense 
to guide them. That is that smoking and espe- 
cially the inhaling which accompanies cigarette 
smoking do nobody’s physical health much good 
—despite some advertising to the contrary. 
Many persons who believe this do indeed con- 
tinue to smoke, taking the unknown risk for 
the pleasures involved. 

At the beginning of the year the cigarette 
manufacturers established a Tobacco Industry 
Research Committee publicly pledged to “get at 
the facts” as to cigarettes and‘cancer. Science 
has yet to find exactly how and why tobacco 
smoke does damage. But the American Cancer 
Society’s study suggests that there are more and 
more facts to be got. 
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What Future for Formosa? 

A chilling consideration with respect to the 
Chinese Nationalist exile government on For- 
mosa is brought up by the editor of The Far 
East Trader, H. G. W. Woodhead. What, asks 
Mr. Woodhead, is to be the status of Formosa 
in the long, long run? As he says, there can be 
no thought of turning over the Nationalists to 
“bloody liquidation by the Communists.” Nor 
can there be any thought of an invasion of the 
China mainland involving United States soldiers, 
sailors and materiel. P ’ 

Then, what? The Nationalists will grow 
weaker and weaker as time goes on, become. 
easier prey for the Communists watching their 
opportunity from the coast of Asia. Mr. Wood- 
head proposes that the United States guarantee 
to defend Formosa from the Reds in exchange 
for a guarantee by the Nationalists that they 
‘will not try to invade Red China. 

While former President Truman's order to the 
Seventh fleet accomplished something like this 
by “freezing” the position of Formosa, there is 
a decided question whether the Nationalists 
would agree to make such a proposition perma- 


nent. They know how rapidly time is running - 
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against them. There is question, furthermore, 
that the Communists would stay their hand when 


the growing weakness on Formosa approached : 


helplessness. Would it not be far better to as- 
sist in the removal and relocation of the exiles, 
in places where they were not a provocation to 
war, than run heavy risks guaranteeing them 
a future in which there is no hope? 
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The Best of News From Maine 

Robert L. Jones, who waged a self-styled “bare 
knuckles” campaign against Senator Margaret 
Chase Smith in Maine, is taking his smashing 
defeat in the fully-approved McCarthy style. 
Although Mrs. Smith overwhelmed the McCarthy 
admirer by more than 96,000 votes to some 
19,000, Mr. Jonés still refused to, concede that 
he had lost. He carried only four out of 626 
precincts. In 19 he did not receive a single vote 
and in many otherg he was as good as shut out. 
Yet he went through the night apparently think- 
ing he somehow might still win. He counted 
on “the hidden vote” and hidden it was! 

A persistent effort was made to discount the 
issue of McCarthyism in the last weeks of this 
Maine primary. The Associated Press kept 
saying it would be only a test between Mrs. 
Smith and 34year-old Mr. Jones, former ad- 
ministrative assistant to G.O.P. Senator Potter of 
Michigan and a onetime aid to former Senator 
Brewster of Maine. But the truth is that Mr. 
Jones was very close to the Wisconsin dema- 
gogue as evidenced by the fact that Senator 
McCarthy in the hearings made one of his 
deliberate “slips” and fondly referred to Mrs. 
Smith’s opponent as “Senator” Jones. 

Moreover Senator MeCarthy was scheduled to 
stump Maine for the now overwhelmed aspirant 
and presumably would have done so had it not 
been for the Senate investigation into his war 
on the Army. 

Beyond fear of contradiction there is no one 
Joseph R.: McCarthy would rather have purged 
out of the Senate than Mrs. Smith. It was 
she, who June 1, 1950, prepared and delivered 
her famous Declaration of Conscience against 
McCarthyism, She obtained the signatures of 
six other Republican Senators for it. 

With this tremendous victory, Mrs. Smith can 
now be expected to be as strong and forthright 
as she once was. For she can be sure that the 
junior Senator from Wisconsin would be crowing 
his head off today if his stooge had retired her 
from the Senate. 
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No Way Out? 


Short of a Special session of the Missouri Leg- 
islature, there seems to be no easily discernible 
method of raising St. Louis police pay until the 
General Assembly meets in regular session next 
January. A once bright hope—that perhaps the 
Police Board might possess authority to pay 
cost-of-living bonuses—has been knocked out by 
an adverse opinion from the State Attorney 
General. 

Almost everybody agrees that the police de- 
serve more money. Their salaries in the various 
grades rank from eleventh to fourteenth among 
the nation’s 18 largest cities. A St. Louis patrol- 
man with five years’ service earns a gross of 
$320 a month; his take-home is considerably 
less. City firemen, by comparison, earn $365 
a month. 

Adequate compensation for the police is essen- 
tial to the maintenance of St. Louis's high 
standard of law enforcement. The Attorney 
General's decision ought not to stop the Police 


~Board’s search for other methods of attaining 


the same end. There may ‘well be a way out be- 
fore next January, and the board should kee 
dlooking. . 
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Too Little; Too Late, Again? 


* Bad asthe French situation in Indochina may 


be, it would be tragic if it were to prove little 
more than a smoke screen for the uprisings in 
North Africa. Algiers, Morocco and French Tunis 
are just across the Mediterranean. Indeed Al- 
giet's is considered part of metropolitan France. 
The other two are protectorates. 

The planting of the tricolor in these North 
African lands was considered the great reasser- 
tion of France as a world power after her defeat 
by the Prussians in 1870. Many Frenchmen set- 
tled in these territories, especially in Algiers; 
and their productivity is an important contribu- 
tion to the French economy. 

But French authority has been challenged 
more and more violently since the end of World 
War II. The admiration once felt for the French 
as organizers, builders and sanitation experts 
has given way to the nationalistic ardor inspired 
by the Arab League. If Syria and Lebanon can 
be free, why not Morocco or Algeria? 

France has met this challenge by the crudest 
colonial tactics. Nationalistic chiefs have been 
forcibly replaced by pro-French native leaders. 
More troops have been marched through the 
streets. Civil liberties guaranteed to the North 
Africans have, in fact, been suppressed. 

Whatever contrary sentiments may have been 
uttered in, Paris, they were given no heed by 
the conservative military governors in North 
Africa. Native grievances have been ignored. 
Profits have been sent to France. Efforts to as- 
similate the natives, insofar as Gallic and Ko- 
ranic ways of life can be brought together, have 
been largely abandoned. 

That France and these North African states 
might share certain common ideals and objec- 
tives is not impossible. Indeed the North Afri- 
cans might be far better off as free members of 
a genuine French Union than as citizens of im- 
poverished and perhaps poorly governed states 
of their own. Nationalism does not always pay 
dividends. But such a co-operative condition 
would require more wisdom of the French than 
they have so far displayed. a . 

Is this going’ to he still another case of too 
little and too late? 
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Support for the President 

One of the strangest efforts in national poli- 
tics in many years is now taking place on the 

nate floor. This is the battle of a group of 

nate Democrats to win a major goal for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower after the President himself 
abandoned his goal under heavy pressure 
brought by Old Guard Republicans. 

The goal is extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act for three years, as proposed by 
the Randall Commission report, together with 
the enactment of provisions increasing the au- 
thority of the President to make tariff reductions 
in the interests of developing foreign trade. 

With the Republicans scurrying to get through 
a minimum one-year extension, so as to pre- 
serve the form of reciprocal trade, a group of 11 
Democrats led by Senator Gore of Tennessee, 
has to work to try to achieve President 
Eise er’s original hope. Whether these Sen- 
ators succeed, they have already demonstrated 
where the White House support actually lies in 
this vital field of increasing commerce among 
the free nations.

Coal—a Sick Industry 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Coal mining is one of our sickest major industries and is rap- 
idly getting sicker; working force has declined, so have hours 
and real wages; John L. Lewis does not demand higher pay but 
fights cuts; basic problem is competition of other fuels. 


‘Richard Spong in Editorial Research Reports 


The conference of coal operators in 
Chicago recently was not called as a 
mere publicity gesture, except perhaps 
to call attention to the drive to curb 
imports of residual fuel oil. Coal min- 
ing is one of our sickest major indus- 
tries, and there is much evidence that 
it is rapidly getting even sicker. 

The worker force in bituminous coal 
in April, according to preliminary esti- 
mates of the United States Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, was 214,800, down 
79,100 from April 
1953. Employment 
in anthracite min- 
ing was hit even 
harder. 

At the beginning 
of April the typical 
coal miner was 
working only 30.2 
hours a week; as 
recently as Decem- 
ber he had been 
getting a weekly 
average of 33.2 
hours of work. The 
anthracite miner 
was working only 
25 hours a week. 
The average weekly earnings in soft 
coal in April were $74.59, down $7.66 
since December; in hard coal earnings 
were $62 a week. 

With average hourly earnings of $2.47, 
the soft coal miner is one of the best- 
paid of basic production workers. But 
many mines have closed, and thousands 
of miners have been idle. Most work- 
ing miners are on a two-day or three- 
day week. 

Since Aug. 1, 1953, the mine unions 
have been free to initiate a 
for higher wages and fringe benefits. 
But instead of making such demands, 
President Lewis of the Uniged Mine 
Workers has been content to warn oper- 
ators against wage cuts. 

At a conference of leaders of the coal 
industry and governors of 15 coal pro- 


ducing states on April 26, Lewis de- 
clared: “There isn’t going to be any 
wage reduction. On that rock I place 
my ebenezer.” ; 

Major coal producers are giving no 
encouragement to the efforts of some 
small operators to work on a nonunion 
basis. The big operators appear to rea- 
son that: 1, dislodging the unions 
throughout the industry would require 
a long and costly shutdown of the 
mines; 2, competition based on wage- 
cutting and other nonunion practices 
would be destructive to the whole in- 
dustry; and 3, closing of small mines 
unable to meet union wage scales 
would, if anything, improve the com- 
petitive position of the big producers. 

The production lag in coal has forced 
curtailment of benefits by the UMW 
Welfare and Retirement Fund. Pro- 
duction this year is running 17 per cent 
below that of 1953. 

“The present troubles of the coal in- 
dustry date back to 1924. The soft coal 
industry, greatly overexpanded in 
World War I, suffered severely when 


the abnormal overseas demand subsided. 


In the late 1920s, coal was sold at a 
loss. Low production, low demand, and 
a disastrous UMW strike in 1927-29 al- 
most destroyed the union. 

At the turn of the century, coal 
furnished more than 89 per cent of in- 
dustrial energy in the United States. 
Fifty years later, though actual produc- 
tion had more than doubled, coal fur- 
nished only 39 per cent. 

Petroleum and natural gas, combined, 
now provide much more industrial en- 
ergy than coal. Should atomic energy 
“soon become available for peacetime 
production—an Atomic Energy Com- 
mission official on May 20 said it could 
in five years—the competitive position 
of coal would be even more depressed. 
Some industrialists see the future use 
of coal not primarily as an energy 
source but as a basic raw material for 
chemical synthesis.

Between Book Ends 


Joyce Without “Chaos” 


CHAMBER MUSIC, by James Joyce. Edited with an 
introduction and notes by William Y. Tindall, 
(Columbia University Press, 236 pgs., $3.75.) 
According to a tale, perhaps apocry- 

phal, James Joyce once brought his 

first book, “Chamber Music,” to the 

Irish author George Russell. The older 

poet read the verses, then handed 

them back saying, “Young man, there 
is not enough chaos in your mind.” 


Although Russell later considered the 
remark “one of the greatest blunders 
in the history of literary criticism,” it 
was not impertinent when spoken to the 
20-year-old Joyce who wrote this suite 
of simple Elizabethan-type lyrics. For 
Joyce, like some of the French symbol- 
ists he admired and even parodied, did 
not always write in a chaotic or eso- 
teric style. From “Chamber Music” 
and “Dubliners” to “Ulysses” and “Fine 

a negans Wake,” his 
work became pro- 
gressively complex. 

The 36 poems of 
“Chamber Music” 
have a dramatic see 
quence foreshadow. 
ing Joyce's’ later 
‘autobiographical 
novels. There can 
be traced the story 
of how a lonely 
young man meets a 
girl and almost 
wins her. But an- 
other lover ine. 
trudes. The young 
man turns scornful, 
then despondent. The suite ends with 
the often anthologized verse beginning 
“I hear an army charging upon the 
land,” in which the lover, alone again, 
goes into exile. This outline roughly 
follows the plot of “A Portrait of the 
Artist? and “Stephen Hero” and is sim- 
ilar to those novels in its method of 
development. 


The book was first published in Eng- 
land in 1907 through the persistence of 
the poet Arthur Symons. According to 
Tindall, however, the poems were not 
arranged in their present order by 
James Joyce but by his brother Stanis- 
laus. The original suite was rearranged 
and the last two poems were added a 
few months before publication. In the 
following years some of the pieces were 
reprinted in magazines, including Rus- 
sell’s “Irish Homestead,” where they ap- 
peared incongruously with articles on 
sow breeding and the probable price 
of livestock.

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Eisenhower Joins Public Power Foes

ROM lip service to TVA in his 1952 campaign to acceptance 
of it as an example of “creeping socialism” just a year ago, 
President Eisenhower finally has come out into the open to 


join enemies of this great public project in the South in a 
maneuver that could accomplish its eventual disintegration. 


His order to require the 

Atomic Energy Commission fd 
buy power from a private plant 
to be built by a Memphis syndi- 
cate, instead 
of expanding 
TVA’s own fa- 
cilities to meet 
AEC power 
needs, is re- 
garded — and 
welcomed — by 
the private pow- 
er. interests as 
the opening 
wedge to move 
into TVA at : 
other salients a 
in the same McKay 
way. They are prepared for 
that. They envisage a pincers 
movement that would stop fur- 
ther expansion of TVA, strangle 
it, and sabotage it as a com- 
petitive yardstick—the purpose 
of its creation originally—that 
has brought down power rates 
all through the Tennessee basin. 


Power Will Cost More. 


That is the plot. It is surpris- 
ing that the President has been 
entrapped by it, especially in 
view of TVA’s primary national 
defense purpose as defined in 
the act creating it. Atomic en- 
ergy is national defense and 
TVA has supplied power for that 
hitherto on such a premise. 

The TVA act also requires 
that power rates shall be as low 
as possible. Under the Presi- 
dent’s plan to buy private power 
for the AEC, rates will be 
higher. 

Friends of. public power in 
Congress are aroused. They are 
alerted, first, to try to save TVA. 
But this maneuver is significant 
far beyond that, as they realize. 

It signals a step-up in activi- 
ties of various kinds on fronts 
all over the nation by which pri- 
vate power interests already are 
regaining the monopolistic posi- 
tion which it has taken years to 
try to break. 


Theodore Roosevelt’s Veto. 


The numerous and devious 
means employed, which the pub- 
lic cannot always discern read- 
ily, have been reported here 
from time to time. They are 
real, they are earnest. They are 
dangerous to the public interest. 

In the era of the first Repub- 
lican President in 20 years, it 
seems apropos to go back to an- 
‘other Republican President of 
long ago who saw so clearly the 
public interest in our water re- 
sources and the necessary role 
of the federal government in 
protecting that {nterest. 

Theodore Roosevelt defined 
all that in a message vetoing a 
bill authorizing a private power 
company to build a dam on the 
James river in Missouri because 
that would confer special mon- 
opolistic privilege contrary to 
the general public interest. 
Among other*things, he said: 

“The people of the country 
are threatened by a monopoly 


far more powerful, because of 
far closer touch with their do- 
mestic and industrial life, than 
anything known to our experi- 
ence, ... To give away, with- 
out conditions, this, one of the 
greatest of our resources, would 
be an act of folly. 

“If we are guilty of it, our 
children will be forced to. pay 
an annual return upon a capi- 


talization based upon the high- | Tit 


est prices which ‘the traffic will 
bear.’ 


‘What Traffic Will Bear.’ 


“They will find themselves 
face to face with powerful in- 
terests intrenched behind the 
doctrine of ‘vested rights’ and 
strengthened by every defense 
which money can buy and the 
ingenuity of able corporation 
lawyers can devise. 

“Long before that time they 
may and very probably will have 
become a consolidated interest, 
controlled from the great finan- 
cial centers, dictating the terms 
upon which the citizen can con- 
duct his business or earn his 
livelihood and not amenable to 
the wholesome check of local 
opinion.” 

How uncannily prophetic T. R. 
was back there in 1909 we re- 
porters learned who covered the 
various investigations, including 
that of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, into the utility excesses 
in the late 1920s and 1930s. 

We learned about the fancy 
pyramids of holding companies, 
the stock-jobbing, the watering 
of stocks on which rates were 
based, the frenzied speculation, 
the huge profits—all protected 
by entrance into politics as well 
as insertion of propaganda in 
school textbooks. For all that 
the consumer and investor paid. 


More Than Prosperity. 


That giant predatory monop- 
oly was broken up and regu- 
lated and the yardstick theory 
was evolved in TVA and other 
public projects as competitive 
units to keep the private power 
companies in line. Under the 
new policy with its regulation, 
the private companies expanded, 
flourished and prospered as 
never before. 

But they are not satisfied. 
They are greedy. They want 
to dominate again so they can, 
as Theodore Roosevelt said, 
once more take all that “the 
traffic will bear.” 

You might as well be told 
that they are very influential 
here again in the very highest 
councils. That includes the 
President and his cabinet offi- 
cer directly in charge of power 
matters, Secretary of Interior 
McKay. What a contrast with 
the attitude of Theodore Roose- 
velt is that of Secretary McKay, 
who has expressed it thus: 

“We’re here in the saddle as 
an Administration representing 
business and industry.” 

How about the public?

PARIS. 
E HAD planned to write about Norwegian 
sardines today, but the news we received 
when we got back to Paris was so exciting 
we just couldn’t wait another day to tell it to 
é our readers. Elsa 
Maxwell and the 
Duchess of Wind- 
Sor, after a 16- 
month feud which 
rocked all of us in 
the international 
set, have made up 
and are on speak- 
ing terms again. 
The news was con- 
firmed to us by 
Miss Maxwell her- 
self at an intimate 
luncheon at the 
3 Ritz amidst all the 
‘ wonderful people 
ELSA MAXWELL we know and love. 
Miss Maxwell 
told us that she and the duchess buried the 
hatchet in April at a dinner party in New York. 


“I was invited to the home of a lovely woman 
and when I arrived she told me the Duchess 
had also been invited. At first I was furious 
because I felt it would be too embarrassing for 
words. But when the Duchess came she was 
very charming and we agreed to make up. I 
think her act was a very civilized and chic ges- 
ture. Our disagreement was very hard on all 
our friends and they were all happy when we 
made up.” 


Miss Maxwell has just written a book about 
her life and in it she has a chapter on the 
Duchess. Since the book was written during the 
16 months when our two friends weren’t on 
speaking terms, we were afraid the chapter 
might have been unduly harsh on the Duchess, 
but Miss Maxwell said: 


“On the contrary, I showed the Duchess the 
chapter and she had the courage to say she 
liked it. She has g-u-t-s,”

BECAUSE WE’VE BEEN in Scandinavia, Miss 
Maxwell tried: to fill us in on all the latest news 
of our set. 


She said she had just come from London, 
“which now is the gayest city in Europe,” and 
had appeared in a charity show called “The 
Frog,” which was given by many of Great Brit- 
ain’s leading aristocrats. 


The show was a financial success but was 
panned unmercifully by the London critics. Miss 
Maxwell showed us the clippings. 

“No human being has ever had the reception 
I had from the press when I arrived and no 
one got such a panning after the show was 
over,” she said. “One critic wrote that I looked 
like a baby whale stranded on a sandy bank 
desperately searching for some water. I thought 
that was terribly amusing.”

MISS MAXWELL TOLD US we had missed 
dinner parties because we 
went to Scandinavia. “There have been at least 
three parties a night in Paris this month.

in being beastly to another child their own age?,” 

a mother asks. “I believe the feeling is jealousy, as my 

child has a very high I1.Q. and has led her class since the 

primary grades, even though most of them are older than 
she. 

“The children are nice to her in school, call for help 
on assignments, etc., but when they could do her a tiny 
favor outside school, as come by for her to go some place, 
they are rude and say they already have a crowd—but— 
when any of them want a favor of us, as to come by for 
them, they do not hesitate to call. 

“But they purposely hurt her, and for no reason I can 
see. I notice in the car pool they cut her off when she 
says anything and she is only trying to be sociable... . 
These children are all ‘spoiled.’ One mother in particular 
is quick on the draw to condemn other children for doing 
exactly the same thing her child does.”

. YOUR PROBLEM, with the social life of your daughter 
and the way the girls treat her, is a very common one, but 
not an easy one to solve. Children often manage pretty 
well socially with their friends in the first 10 years of life, 
but when the more complex social demands of 11 to 14 
come in, they are often many tangles. Some children, girls 
especially, don’t get on well with their friends, but they 
can’t stay away from them. 

Earlier, when things go wrong, mothers can. sometimes 
step in and improve matters. At this age the girl is more 
or less on her own—often not yet able to handle the situa- 
tion. And yet here is one place where mother can’t help 
much. If the girls feel like being mean, the adult can’t 
do too much about it. : |

factory as the girls you describe, it is best, if possible, to” 


try not to have your daughter be around them any more 
than she must. At the same time, it is important for you 
not to be too angry at these other girls. We oftengay-that 
when. the 6-year-old is being his worst with his: 
is having the worst trouble within himself. That can be 
true of some of these teen-age girls. When they are con- 


fused themselves, they often take it out on their friends and © 


acquaintances, But this kind of behavior is so common 
that it really doesn’t get you anywhere just to be mad. at 
any particular girls. 


* Children of this age often don’t know just exactly what 


they do want in their friends, and there is a lot of choosing, 
discarding, discrimination. Some girls, unfortunately, just 
are not chosen. Your daughter is just the kind of girl who 
at this time may not be one of’ the chosen. Such a girl 
often has much more success in college than in high school. 

We think that instead of blaming the other girls and 
their mothers, it would be well if you helped her to build 
up, just for the time being, more resources within herself. 
Try to help her find some one friend who will be more 
satisfactory. Try to protect her from needing to be liked 
by these girls who are so unsatisfactory.

Boon to Cooks 


In Summer 
By Edith M. Barber 


HE Sager saucepan is 
T especially useful at this time 

of year. Of course, many 
people cook by pressure daily. 
Others feel that long, slow cook- 
ing of meats is preferable dur- 
ing the colder months. 

In warm weather we do not 
care to be in the kitchen any 
more than is necessary. This is 
when pot roast or some other 
type of meat that takes a long 
time to cook can well be done 
ufider pressure. We like to 
brown the meat thoroughly and 
on all sides in hot fat before 
adding seasonings and liquid. A 
three-pound rolled or chuck 
roast will need about 45 min- 
utes at 15-pound pressure, 

Many recipes call for opening 
the saucepan and then adding 
vegetables before re-sealing and 
cooking under pressure a short 
time. I prefer to cook my ve 
tables separately. The is 
way I prepare a New England 


dinner with corned beef and - 


vegetables. 

The pressure cooker is very 
convenient for preparing a split 
pea or bean soup. These dried 
vegetables otherwise take a long 
time to soften. Leftover ham or 
ham fat adds flavor. 

Split Pea Soup. 

Four tablespoons ham fat, one- 
half cup chopped onion, one-half 
cup diced carrot, one 
chopped celery with leaves, two 
tablespoons flour, two quarts 
water, one cup split peas, one 
teaspoon salt, one cup milk, left- 
over cooked ham, minced, pap- 
rika. 

Melt fat in pressure cooker 
pan. Saute onion, carrot and 
celery lightly. Stir in flour. 
Add water, peas and galt, Seal 
and cook 20 minutes at 15 
pounds pressure. Reduce pres- 
sure. Add milk and minced 
ham and reheat. Serve garnished 


with paprika. Yield: six to eight “ 


servings. 
' Pressure Pot Roast. 

Three pounds rolled-rump or 
chuck pot roast, one-half cup 
tart jelly, two large onions cut 
in one-fourth-inch slices, six 
peppercorns, two bay leaves, 
crushed, two teaspoons salt, one 
teaspoon allspice, one-half tea- 
spoon ginger, one-fourth tea- 
spoon pepper, one-third cup 
vinegar, one teaspoon kitchen 
bouquet. 

Brown meat slowly on all 
sides in its own fat. Spread with 
jelly. Top with onion slices and 
sprinkle with seasonings. Com- 
bine vinegar, water and kitchen 
bouquet, and pour over meat. 
Seal and cook 45 minutes at 15 
pounds pressure. Yield: eight 
to ten servings.

Notes on Exterior Paints for 
Sidewalls. 


NE of the things that worry ° 


people who live fm brick 
homes is whether or not the 


* bricks should be painted* and *if 


so, with what. a 

Well, if you like the natural 
color of the brick and they were 
installed properly, they don’t re- 
quire any sort of finish. If you 
would: like a change of color 
then they may be painted with 
any good grade exterior masonry 
paint. 

The same question comes up 
in connection with wood siding 
shingles. These can be left un- 
finished but in time they will 
discolor unless you happen to 
live by the sea in which case 
they will, in time, take on a very 
attractive silverish appearance. 

Our personal feeling is that 
it’s best to give shingles other 
than those by the sea a coat of 
shingle stain in any color you 
want. Stain is better for shingles 
than paint because it’s less ex- 
pensive, easier to apply and 
won't blister or peel. If the 
shingles have been painted, how- 
ever, you can’t use a stain un- 
less you first remove the old 
paint. 

If you should decide that you 
prefer a paint to a stain, be sure 
that the shingles have not been 
previously stained with creosote 
for this will tend to bleed 
You can get 
by here by first sealing the creo- 
sote in with a coats of alumi- 
num paint followed by the fin- 
ish paint. .Wood roof shingles, 
of course, should never be 
painted, only stained. 

Asbestos cement shingles on 
sidewalls and stucco don’t re- 
quire any protective finish but 
for decorative purposes they can 
be coated with a good masonry 
paint.

A Dancer Who Missed the Bus 


Bob Scheerer Gave Up Idea of College, Transferred His Ambitions to Stage-at Muny Opera

OB SCHEERER started trav- 
Being toward the bigtime the 

day he missed the bus. That 
was seven years ago in Los 
Angeles and the bus would have 
taken him to U.C.L.A. to enroll 
as a freshman and probably ma- 
jor in philosophy. But the bus 
rolled away just as Bob reached 
the corner and he sat down to 
wait for the next one. 

The longer he waited, the 
more he thought, and he let six 
more campus-bound busses pass 
him by before he caught one 
going in the opposite direction 
and went home to tell his par- 
ents that he wanted to be a 
professional dancer, not a col- 
lege philosophy student. ‘They 
agreed he could do as he wanted 
and not long after that, with 
$200 in his pocket, he was on 
his way to New York. 

But Bob was primarily a tap 
dancer without much work in 
ballet, and show roles weren't 
easy to get. Seven months later, 
he gave up, took a selling job 
in Macy’s to earn enough for a 
ticket back home. It was the 
smartest move he could have 
made, because back on the West 
Coast he won a top dance role 
in “Lend An Ear,” and when 
that smash musical cut back 
across the country to Broadway, 
Bob was in the cast. Since then 
he has appeared in two more 
musicals, “Top Banana” and 
“Little Boy Blue,” served as 
assistant dance director of ““Tick- 
ets, Please” and “Make a Wish,” 
and has put in a two-year stint 
in the army, staging and appear- 
ing in touring shows. 

This week he has the dance 
lead in “Song of Norway” at the 
Municipal Opera and next week 
will be starred as Billy Bowden 
in “Roberta.” 

His St. Louis debut is another 
high point in a dance career 
that began quite by accident 
when he was 6. In fact, he had 
nothing to say about it at the 
time. His parents happened to 
attend a recital in which a 
neighbor boy danced and his 
dad; a Hollywood technician, 
said, “Why couldn’t Bobby do 
that?” 

To prove that Bobby could, 
his mother enrolled him in a 
dancing class the next day. 
When he was 12, a Hollywood 
scout signed him and two of his 
friends, Peggy Ryan and Donald 
O’Connor, to a contract, and a 
producer who took a special in- 
terest in the three children, 
planned to launch each of them 
on a movie career. Peggy and 
Donald came first, but by a 
tragic coincidence, the producer 
died after Bob had appeared in 
his first picture, “What's Cook- 
in’?” Although he was cast as a 
dancer in a number of other 
films, the journey to stardom 
was halted. 

At 16, Bob started to teach 
and staged a number of dance 
acts for the road, but even then 
he hadn’t quite decided that 
dancing was to be his career. 
That was to come two years 
later, on the day he missed the 


bus. 
“In high school,” he said, “I

had always wanted to play foot- 
ball and be in other sports, but 
I knew I couldn’t do that very 
well if I wanted to continue 
with my dancing. I had thought 
as a child that I would like to 
be a_ scientist, but when I 
flunked chemistry I decided that 
was definitely out. 

“So when I graduated from 
high school and was ready to 
enroll at U.C.L.A., I really didn’t 
know what I wanted to do. I 
think if I had gone on to col- 
lege, I would have majored in 
philosophy or psychology be- 
cause I have always been inter- 
ested in those subjects.”

UT even though he gave up 
Bus academic studies in favor 

of a stage career, Bob still is 
a serious reader. What time he 
has away from shows is spent 
checking out tomes from the New 
York Public Library or reading 
philosophy and psychology in 
his east side apartment. 

He believes that the intellect 
and the emotions have a great 
deal to do with a dancer’s suc- 
cess, and that often what’s in 
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his head is more important than 
what he can do with his feet. 

“There are two qualities you 
must look for in a good dancer. 
One, of course, is technique. 
The other is emotion, the ability 
to understand the role, to fol- 
low the play, to really live the 
characterizations. And of the 
two, I would say that emotion is 
the more important. I don’t 
mean, of course, that someone 
with two left feet who stumbles 
all over himself can be a great 
dancer because he happefs to 
be smart, but the mental effort 
is just as important as the 
physical. 

“A dancer these days has to 
be an actor and singer as well 
as proficient at tap or ballet. 
That’s why I’m taking voice les- 
sons now and I hope someday to 
do some serious acting.” 

With his crew cut and his 
grin, Bob doesn’t look the role 
of a serious scholar, but his daily 
schedule shows what kind of 
worker he is. He is up by 8:30 
—which is practically before 
dawn for show people who must 
be up half the night—and by 10

What Is Medical Research? 


‘By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OU hear a lot about “medical 

research” these days. I won- 

der what it actually means 
to you. Most people don’t have 
the chance to sit in on scientific 
meetings or look over the shoul- 
ders of research workers Or nose 
about laboratories. 

What is research? In essence, 
it’s a combination of trained 
minds, their ideas, and facilities 
(rooms, special equipment, and 
helpers) to test the ideas. 

Incidentally, many medical re- 
search workers are not M.D.’s. 
They are Ph.D.’s trained in 
chemistry, physiology, pathol- 
ogy, biology or any of the hun- 
dreds of other special fields. 


I mentioned trained minds 
and ideas first because they are 
the most important. As Billy 
Rose said several years ago, 
brick, mortar, and equipment 
alone don’t make discoveries. 

* * * 

ON THE OTHER HAND, 
trained minds can't try out their 
ideas in a field or an empty 
barn, They need laboratories. 
The deeper they probe into the 
mysteries of nature, the more 
complex and expensive becomes 
the equipment needed, 

When germs were discovered 
90 years ago, simpler micro- 
scopes than present medical 
students use helped reveal fun- 
a facts. Now, $25,000 
electron microscopes are needed 
in some work, such as with 
viruses and cancer research, to 
delve deeply enough for new 
discoveries.

Research is reading hundreds

Research involves physicians 
in sick rooms, surgeons, nurses, 
medical technicians, dieticians, 
and doctors specializing in the 
basic sciences. It involves phar- 
macologists and chemists who 
design and try out new medi- 
cines, students, the makers of 
laboratory equipment, the build- 
ers of buildings and the con- 
tributors of money. 


A few dollars’ gift from each 
of many people totals a large 
sum for the design and pur- 
chase of equipment or salaries 
for scientists and technicians or 
support for students training to 
become investigators.

THE MOST FRUITFUL re- 
search scientists are those who 
find themselves in mind-stimu- 
lating surroundings, provided 
with the necessary help and 
equipments, and free to follow 
their curiosity. ° They have no 
pressure on them to answer such 

estions as “What can it be 
used for? How soon will your 
work be practical? How soon?” 

The best way to ruin a good 
research scientist is to demand 
frequent lengthy progress re- 
ports, appearances before com- 
mittees, and inquiries into his 
honesty and character. That

“On the way up to Boston, I 
felt so miserable that I caught 
a terrible cold. I’m convinced it 
was psychosomatic, just the re- 
sult of worry and frustration. 
There I was on crutches, not 
knowing when I could dance 
again and the night before we 
opened I was standing on stage 
watching the rehearsal when a 
heavy sandbag fell and hit me 
square on the head. 

“That did it. I shoved every- 
one away and said, ‘I’m all 
right.’ I knew that nothing else 
could happen to ruin this big- 
gest break of my career. 

“Suddenly, it became a test—~ 
either to give up or go on. So I 
threw away my crutches and the 
next night danced all but two 
of the more difficult numbers. 
In a few days my cold was gone, 
my toe was all right and 1 was 
dancing every number. 

“That sandbag became a chal- 
lenge. It made me so mad that 
I couldn’t quit.”

Since North stretched to 
jump-raise the hearts on the 
first round, his subsequent bid 
of five hearts and his redouble 
were downright brash—but to 
repeat, East was farther out of 
line in bidding three spades in 
the first place and then doub- 
ling the five-heart bid. 


West, naturally concluding 
that his partner must be very 
short of clubs, opened the ace 
and followed up with a second 
club. It was South who ruffed, 
however, and after going to 
dummy with a spade, he easily 
trapped East’s trump king on re- 
peated finesses. Now declarer 
simply led a low spade to dum- 
my’s second honor and returned 
the spade seven—and after East 
took this trick, South had the 
good spade jack for a diamond 
discard from dummy. 


It would have been a far 
sounder idea for East to keep 
quiet throughout the auction 
than to take the two actions— 
both unjustified —he did take. 
For one thing, if East had not 
doubled he would have saved 
500 points simply by precluding 
the redouble; and for another 
thing, if East had kept quiet, 
West might have decided to 
sacrifice at six clubs—at which 
contract he would have gone 
down only two tricks. Ob- 
viously, West could have gone 
in for this sacrifice under the 
actual circumstances, but how 
could he tell that his partner 
had virtually nothing in spades 
and nothing resembling a sound 
double of the five-heart con- 
tract?
